CLOUDS CONCEAL THE 


SOLAR ECLIPSE HERE 


An overcast sky effectively 
con- 


cealed the partial eclipse of the sun 
Saturday morning from the gaze of 
.Coshocton folks, but the effect of the 
phenomenon was plainly perceptible 
ia the partial darkness that en- 
shrouded the city and county 
from 


early morning till 10 o'clock. 


The eclipse began at 7:32 and ended 


at 10:12'a. m., reaching its ^naxlmum 
at 8:46. It was an annual eclipse, the 
first since 1908 to be seen in the 
United States. There will not be an- 
other until 193-.. 
The annual phase 


in which the whole sun is obscured 
except a ring, or annulus, was visible 
oniy in Louisiana and Texas. It was 
caused by the interposition 
of the 


moon between the earth and sun. The 
moon appeared as a huge black ball 
moving across the sun.
